Article  1.     To  choose  Town  Clerk  for  ensuing  year. 

Article  2.  To  hear  the  reports  of  the  various  town 
officials  and  take  action  on  same. 

Article  3.  To  elect  Selectmen,  Town  Treasurer  and 
Tax  Collector. 

Article  4.  To  raise  money  for  highways  and  elect 
Highway  Agents. 

Article  5.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in 
regard  to  paying  the  town  debt,  and  raise  money  for  town 
charges. 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropri- 
ate $20.00  to  finish  building  the  cemetery  fence.. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  amount  of  money  necessary  to  secure  state 
aid  for  the  permanent  improvement  of  highways,  under 
the  laws  of  the  January  session,  1905. 

Article  8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will 
vote  to  raise  for  the  Free  Public  Library. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  any

Article  13.  ■  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  ratify 
the  action  ,of  the  Selectmen  in  the  sale  of  property  be- 
longing to  the  town,  and  to  give  them  authority  to  sell 
and  convey  any  real  estate  purchased  by  the  town  for 
taxes. 

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  buy  a  new 
safe  or  build  a  suitable  fireproof  vault  for  protection  of 
the  records.
